Seconds Met to Make Plans for 


His Fatal 
Duel With

New York.—The aariouticemetit tbat 


the threu tall sycamore trees which | 
stand lii a vacant lot at West One 
Hundred and Fortieth street nud Ham- 
ilton place, Manhattan, were about to 
be cut down to make room for a pub- 
lic school, which Is to ba erected on 
the lot,' has aroused much Interest 
among :New Yorkers, especially those 
who.are' famllllar with the historic as- 
sociations which these trees of the 
forest recall. 


It'is' stated on good authority that 


(t was under these trees that the sec- 
onds for Alexander Hamilton met be- 
fore the fatal duel which resulted In 
;he death of. Hamilton on July 12, 
ISO-i. 
Whether they are the actual 


'.rees under which the seconds met 
tiefore the fatal encounter occurred, 
:hey have a historic value. Irom the 
!act that they are on territory which 
;vas intimately associated with the 
sreat (statesman, lawyer and soldier. 


An Interesting fact connected with 


che house when It stood on the other 
side of the street is that Hamilton 
planted 13 trees around; this house, 
which ^vere intended ,to represent the 
13 original states of the American 
Union. These trees were of the sweet 
sum variety and 
were brought by 


Hamilton, when 'they were nothing 
more than whips, froh^Mount Yernoh, 
the estate of President Washington. 
These trees llve'd until long after the 
house was moved, and some of them 
were alive when, In November, 1911, 
the lots where they stood wore taken 
as the site for a row of apartment 
houses. 


The ground along Convent avenue 


had been restricted 
for 
25 years. 


When these restrictions expired the 
trees planted by 
Hamilton 
himself 


quickly disappeared.
